SEVERANCE TAX BOND APPROPRIATIONS FOR A CHILD VISITATION

FACILITY AT THE WOMEN'S CORRECTIONAL INSTITUTION IN CIBOLA

COUNTY; MAKING APPROPRIATIONS TO CONSTRUCT A TRANSITIONAL LIVING

FACILITY FOR WOMEN IN THE CRIMINAL JUSTICE SYSTEM; DECLARING AN

EMERGENCY.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:

Section 1.  SEVERANCE TAX BONDS--CORRECTIONS DEPARTMENT--

CHANGE IN PURPOSE--APPROPRIATION.--The balance of severance tax

bonds appropriated to begin planning, design and construction of

a child visitation facility at the women's correctional

institution in Cibola county pursuant to Laws 1994, Chapter 148,

Section 39 shall not be expended for its original purpose but is

reauthorized and appropriated to the local government division
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of the department of finance and administration to construct a

transitional living facility in Albuquerque in Bernalillo county

for women in the criminal justice system who are on

reintegration or diversion status.

Section 2.  SEVERANCE TAX BONDS--GENERAL SERVICES

DEPARTMENT--CHANGE IN PURPOSE--APPROPRIATION.--The balance of

severance tax bonds appropriated for the purpose of planning,

designing or constructing an all-purpose overnight family

visitation center for children and their inmate mothers at the

New Mexico women's correctional facility in Grants in Cibola

county pursuant to Subsection A of Section 7 of Chapter 4 of

Laws 1996 (1st S.S.) shall not be expended for its original

purpose but is reauthorized and appropriated to the local

government division of the department of finance and

administration to construct a transitional living facility in

Albuquerque in Bernalillo county for women in the criminal

justice system who are on reintegration or diversion status.

Section 3.  EMERGENCY.--It is necessary for the public

peace, health and safety that this act take effect immediately.
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
